President, this bill s
scheduled to go into effect, while the inplenentation date woul d
start August of 1989, in order to give the Department of Mbtor
Vehicles time to write the necessary rules and regul ati onsgng
in the next year or two we very well nmay have anendnents to the
bill if and when we find that there are problems with the
current version. And we certainly wil be anenable to
suggestions fromanyone in that regard. This is the best effort
that we have at this point. We think it's a very good effort.
As | nentioned before, staff in ny office has spent nuch tinme on
the bill, trying to make as good a bill as possible. We are
trying to meet the federal standards, but keep theregulations
toa mnimmin this state because we do not want to cripple the
industry to any extent at all So with that, M. President, |
woul d ask that the bill be advanced.
